Tourists find West Berlin a 
bit quieter now than last sum­ 
mer, but the economic experts 
say business is healthy. Unem­ 
ployment averages about 21,- 
000 and the city of 2.5 million 
has a labor shortage. The rais­ 
ing of the Red wall between 
East and West Berlin stopped 
more than 50,000 East Berlin­ 
ers from commuting to jobs in 
West Berlin. 


It is reliably estimated that 


1,400 West Berliners a week 
move to West Germany and 
800 to 1,000 West Germans 
move in. Western sources say 
this drain can go on indefinite­ 
ly without seriously hurting a 
city the size of West Berlin. 
Most of those leaving scein to 
be old or retired people. Those 
arriving 
are 
mostly 
young 
workers, lured by lower taxes, 
marriage loans and other in­ 
centives. 


West Berlin remains the big­ 
gest industrial city of all Ger­

West Berlin by truck, train 
and barge last year, q . 
One reason for so little Com­ 
munist interference is the 
inter-zonal trade agreement un­ 
der which West and East Ger­ 
many sell each other about 250 
million dollars worth of goods 
a year. The Communist East 
German regime knows that in­ 
terference with the trade lanes 
to West Berlin could cut the 
flow of badly needed steel, 
machinery and chemicals it 
gets from West Germany.

Russ Fallout 
SACRAMENTO OíPP — T h e 
State Department of Public 
Health reports that California 
continues to receive small 
amounts of radioactive fallout 
from last fall’s Soviet atmos­ 
pheric nuclear tests. 
The fallout, however, is far 
below levels at which any ac­ 
tion would be necessary to pro­ 
tect the public health, the de­ 
partment said. Radioactivity 
levels have been about the

Scientists Trying Radiation 
In Treating Food Spoilage 


DAVIS (¿F—University of Cal­ 
ifornia scientists are bombard­ 
ing fresh fruit and produce 
with radiation in an effort to 
find 
ways 
of 
commercially 
treating agriculture products to 
retard spoilage. 
At the university’s Davis cam­ 
pus-. scientists are working with 
an 11-foot-deep tank of water 
holding 140 metal tubes con­ 
taining radioactive cobalt. 
The equipment is capable of 
irradiating full boxes of fruit 
with uniform doses of gamma 
rays. 
Gamma rays can kill living 
organisms — including men if 
they are exposed to a large 


enough dose — and scientists 
hope they can increase shelf 
time of farm products by kill­ 
ing spoilage micro-organisms. 
The killing rays can pasteur­ 
ize and sterilize without heat 
and without radioactive 
con­ 
tamination of food, project of­ 
ficials at Davis say. 
A spokesman said, “Irradia­ 
tion will never replace normal 
refrigeration, 
but 
used 
in 
combination 
(with 
refrigera­ 
tion techniques) it may eventu­ 
ally add significantly to the 
shelf life of fresh foods.

Scientists Trying Radiation 
In Treating Food Spoilage 


prechewed it. 


DAVIS W—University of Cal­ 
ifornia scientists are bombard­ 
ing fresh fruit and produce 
with radiation in an effort to 
find 
ways 
of 
commercially 
treating agriculture products to 
retard spoilage. 
At the university’s Davis cam­ 
pus, scientists are working with 
an 11-foot-deep tank of water 
holding 140 metal tubes con­ 
taining radioactive cobalt. 
The equipment is capable of 
irradiating full boxes of fruit 
with uniform doses of gamma 
rays. 
Gamma rays can kill living 
organisms — including men if 
they are exposed to a large 


enough dose — and scientists 
hope they can increase shelf 
time of farm products by kill­ 
ing spoilage micro-organisms. 
The killing rays can pasteur­ 
ize and sterilize without heat 
and without radioactive 
con­ 
tamination of food, project of­ 
ficials at Davis say. 
A spokesman said, “Irradia­ 
tion will never replace normal 
refrigeration, 
but 
used 
in 
combination 
(with 
refrigera­ 
tion techniques) it may eventu­ 
ally add significantly to the 
shelf life of fresh foods.

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RESULTS OF SURVEY 
Novatans Want 
Big Central Park

Novato is a city of new home 
owners, not much addicted to 
club joining, who like their 
city 
government 
and 
police 
force and want a big* central 
city park. 
These were some of the high­ 
lights of a report to the city 
council last night by the junior 
chamber of commerce on a 
survey 
of 
residents’ 
desires 
and feelings for their city. 
The junior chamber made 
the 37-question survey in one 
out of four houses throughout 
the incorporated city. James 
McConnell, chairman of t h e 
survey 
committee 
presented 
the findings. 
Of those surveyed, 85 per 
cent owned their own homes. 
However, 45 per cent had lived 
in Novato less than three years; 
35 per cent between four and 


The people registered a big 
majority for the city bonding 
itself for a city hall and park. 
Park facilities should be built 
by the city according to 83 per 
cent answering; 70 per cent 
favored a central park over 
smaller scattered parks. Seven­ 
ty-nine per cent said the city 
should build a city hall, but 
only 59 per cent favored a 
bond issue to pay for it. 
A swimming pool and play­ 
ground 
tied 
for 
being 
the 
things most wanted in recrea­ 
tion. The people were willing, 
82 per cent, of them, to bond 
themselves for these facilities. 
Other facts brought out by 
the survey include; That the 
people 
want 
a 
department 
store and a bigger selection of 
merchandise from Novato mer­ 
chants; they want light but not 
heavy industry'; the city needs 
10 years, and only 20 per cent an ambulance, recreation cen-

Novato is a city of new home 
owners, not much addicted to 
club joining, who like their 
city government and police 
force and want a big’ central 
city park. 
These were some of the high­ 
lights of a report to the city 
council last night by the junior 
chamber of commerce on a 
survey of residents’ 
desires 
and feelings for their city. 
The junior chamber made 
the 37-question survey in one 
out of four houses throughout 
the incorporated city. James 
McConnell, chairman of t h e 
survey 
committee 
presented 
the findings. 
Of those surveyed, 85 per 
cent owned their own homes. 
However, 45 per cent had lived 
in Novato less than three years; 
35 per cent between four and 
10 years, and only 20 per cent 
more than 10 years. 
Social 
a n d 
service 
clubs 
could claim only 45 per cent 
membership. Of the non-mem­ 
bers, 70 per cent stated they 
were not interested in joining 
any clubs. 
Municipal 
governments 
in 
favor with the people, accord­ 
ing to the 850 survey returns. 
The police department rated 
“good” with 99 per cent of 
those polled. 
Only 30 per cent of the peo­ 
ple said city hall services were 
satisfactory, but 69 per cent 
said they never had used them. 
Only 1 per cent said they were 
unsatisfactory. The city council 
was rated as fair and impartial 
by 88 per cent. The Novato Fire 
Department came in for 99 
per cent approval. 
L i b r a r y 
services 
were 
thought adequate by 40 p e r 
cent, inadequate by 30 p e r 
cent and 30 per cent didn’t 
even know Novato had a li­ 
brary. 


The people registered a big 
majority for the city bonding 
itself for a city hall and park. 
Park facilities should be built 
by the city according to 83 per 
cent answering; 70 per cent 
favored a central park over 
smaller scattered parks. Seven­ 
ty-nine per cent said the city 
should build a city hall, but 
only 59 per cent favored a 
bond issue to pay for it. 
A swimming pool and play­ 
ground 
tied 
for 
being 
the 
things most wanted in recrea 
tion. The people were willing, 
82 per cent, of them, to bond 
themselves for these facilities. 
Other facts brought out by 
the survey include: That the 
people 
want 
a 
department 
store and a bigger selection of 
merchandise from Novato m er­ 
chants; they want light but not 
heavy industry; the city needs j retired businessman 
an ambulance, recreation cen­ 
ter and sidewalks; they a r e 
against parking meters 9 to 1 
and want highway 101 moved 
east of its present location. 
Of those polled, 66 per cent 
were in favor of putting fluor­ 
ide in the drinking water with 
34 per cent against. One citi­ 
zen wanted whiskey in 
his 
drinking water.

Gladstein, who said he owned 
property in the neighborhood, 
charged Merz with violating his 
permit by allowing his trucks 
to exceed the speed limit, cre­ 
ating unbearable conditions of 
dust 
and dirt, 
waking the 
neighborhood by rolling trucks 
as early as 6 a.m., and taking 
too steep a cut in the hillside. 
Maloney declared a soils ex­ 
pert had held that the cut was 
safe. 
“I have known all sorts of 
experts,” Gladstein said. “Oth­ 
er experts might say just the 
opposite.” 
Finally making themselves 
heard over the confusion in the 
audience, the planners ended 
the permit and issued a new 
one requiring Merz to water 
down all earth, keep the speed 
of trucks under 5 miles per

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Violence, Death In Caracas 
As Hemisphere Talks Go On 


three a ge n ts Senjor Citizens To Install 


w ill answ er 
Officers At Feb. 10 Meeting 


CARACAS, Venezuela (f) — 
Sixteen persons were reported 
killed and 80 wounded yester­ 
day in left-wing violence in 
which military police battled 
snipers. 
Bombs exploded in scattered 
j parts of the city and eight 
buses were burned during the 
fighting in the second day of 
i clashes brought on by leftist 
agitators against the govern- 
| ment of President Romulo Bet­ 
ancourt. 
Twenty-three persons have 
been killed and more than 100 


injured in the disorders which 
coincided with the meeting of 
Western Hemisphere foreign 
ministers at Punta del Este, 
Uruguay, to consider action 
against Fidel Castros Cuba. 
The violence was accompan­ 
ied by a nationwide t r a n s i t 
strike called in defiance of the 
government. 
At La Paz one man was killed 
and several others were in­ 
jured yesterday in street fight­ 
ing between pro-Castro and 
anti-Castro mobs in the streets.

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Backs Brown Act Changes 


A proposal to amend the 
Ralph M. Brown Act to legalize 
closed conferences of school 
boards with their attorneys in 
matters of pending or active 
litigation was approved last 
night by the San Rafael Board 
of Education. 
The board two weeks age 
turned thumbs down on a pro­ 
posal from Dr. Stephen E. Ep- 
ler, College of Marin presi­ 
dent, through the Marin County 
School Administrators Assn., 


that it endorse revision of the 
act to permit closed meetings 
with attorneys on “pending or 
possible 
litigation.” 
B o a r d 
president Roderick P. Martinel­ 
li pointed out that any action 
of a public board could possibly 
result in litigation. 
Martinelli at that time said 
he “would go along” with re­ 
vision of the act to legalize 
such conferences on actual liti­ 
gation. 
Last night the board was 


presented a resolution which 
Martinelli said he “had a hand 
in drafting.” It calls attention 
to conflicting opinions of the 
attorney general and legisla­ 
tive counsel as to whether such 
attorney-client conferences are 
legal, and winds up: 
“Resolved, that the Board of 
Education, City of San Rafael, 
urge the legislature to revise 
the Brown Act to state specifi­ 
cally that public bodies may 
meet in executive session with 


their legal counsel on m atters 
relating to pending litigation.” 


“Pending 
litigation,” 
said 
Martinelli, refers to lawsuits 
actually filed though not yet 
brought to trial. 


The Marin County Grand 
Jury last fall adopted a resolu­ 
tion asking the legislature to 
clarify the status of conference 
of boards with their attorneys 
by amendment to the act. 


The San Francisco National

$26,950. 
The lot is surrounded on 
three sides by the present 
school property, making a 54- 
foot strip of the school yard 
to the west unusable except 
for a driveway. The school dis­ 
trict plans to demolish the 
house to utilize more of its 
property for playground. 
The boaitf atetf gave the go- 
ahead 
to architect Carl 
F. 
Gromme to draw detailed plans 
for improvements of grounds 
at Davidson and Sun Valley 
schools. 
The 
Sun 
Valley 
improve­ 
ment will involve considerable 
grading, and installation by San 
Rafael of a turfed area for a 
baseball diamond, to be used 
in the city recreation program. 
Gromme said Joseph Rodota, 
recreatif*; director, “expects 
that to be a mowed lawn by 
the first of July.” 
The plan approved by the 
board will not involve remov­ 
ing any of the large trees. 
At Davidson, said Gromme, 
“ irregular settlement of the 
marshland” has ¡¡caused drops 
of as much as 24 inches at 
some points. Moreover, “rats 
and skunks” get under the 
building, he declared. 
He proposed installation of 
several thousand feet of under­

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Backs Brown Act Changes 


A proposal to amend the 
Ralph M. Brown Act to legalize 
closed conferences of school 
boards with their attorneys in 
matters of pending or active 
litigation was approved last 
night by the San Rafael Board 
of Education. 
The board two weeks age 
turned thumbs down on a pro­ 
posal from Dr. Stephen E. Ep- 
ler, College of Marin presi-' 
dent, through the Marin County 
School Administrators Assn., 


that it endorse revision of the 
act to permit closed meetings 
with attorneys on “pending or 
possible 
litigation.” 
B o a r d 
president Roderick P. Martinel* 
li pointed out that any action 
of a public board could possibly 
result in litigation. 
Martinelli at that time said 
he “would go along” with re­ 
vision of the act to legalize 
such conferences on actual liti­ 
gation. 
Last night the board was 


presented a resolution which 
Martinelli said he “had a hand 
in drafting.” It calls attention 
to conflicting opinions of the 
attorney general and legisla­ 
tive counsel as to whether such 
attorney-client conferences are 
legal, and winds up: 
“Resolved, that the Board of 
Education, City of San Rafael, 
urge the legislature to revise 
the Brown Act to state specifi­ 
cally that public bodies may 
meet in executive session with 


their legal counsel on matters 
relating to pending litigation.” 
“Pending 
litigation,” 
said 
Martinelli, refers to lawsuits 
actually filed though not yet 
brought to trial. 
The Marin County Grand 
Jury last fall adopted a resolu­ 
tion asking the legislature to 
clarify the status of conference 
of boards with their attorneys 
by amendment to the act.

Air Lines Seek 
Approval To Merge 


NEW YORK W — American 
Airlines and Eastern Air Lines 
will combine into the nation’s 
biggest system if stockholder 
and government approval is 
forthcoming. 
They announced yesterday 
plans to merge. 
The consolidated line would 
be called American Airlines, 
erasing the name of the pio­ 
neer Eastern Air Lines from 
the roster of American car­ 
riers. 
The proposal to create a sys­ 
tem with 900 million dollars 
in assets, 39,000 employees and 
400 aircraft will be submitted 
to stockholders of both com­ 
panies and the Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Board. 
The board, which has gener­ 
ally encouraged mergers, had 
no immediate comment. 
There was no mention in the 
announcement of Eddie Rick- 
enbacker, 
71. 
famed World 
War I air ace who is chairman 
of the board and chairman of 
the 
executive committee 
of 
Eastern. 
An Eastern Air Lines spokes­ 
man said only that Rickenbaek- 
er would continue to hold those 
posts as long as Eastern re­ 
mained an entity. 
The merger would be an­ 
other step in the quickening 
scramble to tie together com­ 
peting transportation lines in 
an effort to pull out of a fi­ 
nancial morass. 
United Air Lines and hcav- 


ily-in-debt Capital A i r l i n e s 
merged last May, m a k i n g 
United the biggest of the do­ 
mestic carriers. 
C. R. Smith, president of 
American, and Malcolm A. Mac­ 
Intyre, president of Eastern, 
jointly announced that the aim 
of the merger was to provide 
a stronger system “which can 
survive today’s financial crisis, 
meet its obligations to the pub­ 
lic and cope with the techno­ 
logical demands of the future.”

an antitrust decision. 


Senate passage late yester­ 
day, after a week of debate and 
months of maneuvers, complet­ 
ed congressional action on the 
legislation. The House passed 
it last September. President 
John F. Kennedy’s approval is 
considered certain. 


The Supreme C o u r t has 
ruled that Du Pont’s possession 
of 63 million shares of G. M.

Feller, Robinson Gain Hall Of Fame; 
Both Say It's Their Biggest Thrill 


BOSTON W—Jackie Robin­ 
son, first Negro to play in the 
major leagues, today is the 
first of his race ever elected 
to baseball’s highest honor— 
its Hall of Fame at Coopers- 
town, N.Y. 
The graying former Brook­ 
lyn Dodgers infielder was en­ 
shrined yesterday along with 
Bob Feller, the quiet farm boy 
from Iowa who blazed a fast 
ball through 
the 
American 
League for nearly 20 years. 
Both won election to the 
hall the first time they were 
eligible, a five-year retirement 
from baseball being 
manda­ 
tory. It was the first time the 
Baseball 
W riters of America 
had named anyone on their 
first eligible shot since the or­ 
iginal five — Ty Cobb. Babe 
Ruth, W aiter Johnson, Honus 
W agner and Christy Mathew- 
son—were tapped in the first 
election, in 1936 
Candidates 
needed 75 per 
cent of the votes cast. Feller, 
now an insurance executive in 
Cleveland, received 150 votes. 
Robinson, vice president of 
a restaurant and coffee com­ 
pany, got 124 votes, four more 
than the minimum needed. 
“It’s a once in a lifetime 
thrill, said Robinson at his 
Stamford, Conn., home. It’s

Few col­ 
lege stars now are real ama­ 
teurs at heart in the sense Bob­ 
by Jones was an amateur.

BOSTON W—Jackie Robin- 
ion. first Negro to play in the 
major leagues, today is the 
first of his race ever elected 
to baseball’s highest honor— 
its Hall of Fame at Coopers- 
town. N.Y. 
The graying former Brook­ 
lyn Dodgers infielder was en­ 
shrined yesterday along with 
Bob Feller, the quiet farm boy 
from Iowa who blazed a fast 
ball through 
the 
American 
League for nearly 20 years. 
Both won election to the 
hall the first time they were 
eligible, a five-year retirement 
from baseball being 
manda­ 
tory. It was the first time the 
Baseball 
Writers of America 
had named anyone on their 
first eligible shot since the or­ 
iginal five — Ty Cobb. Babe 
Ruth, Waiter Johnson. Honus 
Wagner and Christy Mathew- 
son—were tapped in the first 
election, in 1936. 
Candidates 
needed 75 per 
cent of the votes ca&t. Feller, 
now an insurance executive in 
Cleveland, received 150 votes. 
Robinson, vice president of 
a restaurant and coffee com­ 
pany, got 124 votes, four more 
than the minimum needed. 
“Iff a once in a lifetime 
thrill, said Robinson at hts 
Stamford, Conn., home. It’s 
bard to describe my feelings 
fully at this time. I am pleased 


and honored. My family is so 
excited no one wants to eat.” 
Feller, typically, was less 
emotional but nevertheless just 
as thrilled. 
“Naturally, I’m happy about 
it,” he said. “But now it’s al­ 
most as if 1 had nothing to 
look forward to—except going 
to Cooperstown this summer. 1 
thought I might have to wait 
longer. Joe DiMaggio had to go 
around a couple of times. But 
then 
maybe the competition 
was rougher then.” 
Robinson 
broke 
baseball’s 
color line in 1947, Branch 
Rickey, then general manager 
of the Dodgers, had startled 
the baseball world the year be­ 
fore when he signed Jackie to 
a Brooklyn farm contract. Rob­ 
inson, who had been an out 
standing football player tor\ 
UCLA, was with the Kansas 
City Monarehs of the Negro 
American League at the time. 
He spent one year of season­ 
ing at Montreal, leading the 
International League in bat­ 
ting and fielding and 
then 
joined Brooklyn as a second 
baseman 
Quiet, hard working and al­ 
ways both an offensive and de­ 
fensive threat, Robinson flirt­ 
ed with the .300 mark'his first 
two seasons 
and 
batted 
a 
lusty .342 in 1949 to lead the 
National League. 


His fielding and baserun- 
ning always were joys to be­ 
hold. In one season he com­ 
mitted only seven errors, still 
the major league record. 
He 
participated 
in 
137 
double 
plays that same season, 1951, 
setting 
a 
National 
League 
mark. 
Jackie was the most feared 
baserunner around in the de­ 
cade from the late ’40s to the 
late ’50s. Once he stole home 
in a World Series game. 
“1 think it was recognition 
purely on merit,” Rickey said 
of his protege’s selection to the 
Hall of Fame. “It is well de­ 
served. 
“I think it also means a lot 
to our wfcole country. We are in 
serious disrepute in some of

All of our people should be 
very happy.” 
Feller was a 17-year-old farm 
boy who had sharpened his eye 
by throwing at a bullseye paint­ 
ed on a bam when he arrived 
in the majors in 1930. He was 
what the game needed—a blaz­ 
ing fastball pitcher who packed 
in the crowds. 
Twenty years later — with 
three years out for Navy serv­ 
ice during World War II in his 
pitching prime—-Rapid'Robert 
Feller had compiled 266 vic­ 
tories.

three no-hitters, a dozen one- 
hitters. Only two other pitch­ 
ers had three no-hit games. No 
other ever tossed 12 one-hit 
jobs. 
As exciting as Feller’s low- 
hit games were, his strikeouts 
were even more dramatic. He 
struck out 2,581 batters, in­ 
cluding 15 in his first major 
league starting job. 
“Feller 
must 
be 
ranged 
among the top five pitchers I 
ever faced,” 
says American 
League President Joe Cronin. 
“Everybody talked about his 
fast ball but he had a tremen­ 
dous curve.” ’ 
Six times Feller won 20 or 
more games. His high came in 
1940 when he notched 27 tri­ 
umphs. 
He set the 
modern 
mark of 18 strikeouts in a nine- 
inning game against Detroit, 
Oct. 2, 1938, though 
Sandy 
Koufax of the 
Los 
Angeles 
Dodgers since has tied the rec­ 
ord. Feller’s 348 strikeouts in 
1946 still stands as a major 
league mark. 
The two baseball greats were 
the first elected to the Hall of 
Fame by the writers in their 
biennial polls since 1956 when 
Cronin and Hank Greenberg 
were chosen.

SAN FRANCISCO W — This 
was the week a year ago when 
South Africa’s Gary Player 
started the surge that won him 
more money in 1961 than any 
other golfer collected. 
Lightly regarded at the start 
of the 1961 San Francisco In­ 
ternational Open, Player came 
from four strokes off the pace 
on a final day to shoot a six- 
under-par 65 for a 272 total 
winning the $9,000 first prize. 
He shoots over the same 
Harding Park course starting 
Thursday in the $50,000 tourn­ 
ament. So far this year, h£ 
hasn’t been pleased with his 
scores and didn’t shoot well 
enough in the Bing Crosby 
even to reach the finals this 
week at Pebble Beach, Calif. 
So he came here early for 
some practice, and yesterday 
finished with a pair of birdies 
for a one-under-par 70. 
“The course was playing 
very heavy after the rain and 
snow% but the weather condi­ 
tions were beautiful,” he com­ 
mented. He added he was put 


ting very nicely compared with 
his recent work on the greens. 
After his San Francisco vie* 
tory, Player went on to become 
the first non-U.S. golfer to win 
the Masters title, and his $64- 
540.65 was the highest seasonal 
winnings for any golfer last 
year. 
Today he will play in the 
pro-amateur preliminary as the 
pros get in their final pre­ 
tournament work.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPD — A 
municipal court has ordered 
the San Francisco Giants to re­ 
turn lawyer Melvin Belli the 
$1,597 
he 
paid 
to 
shiver 
through the 1960 baseball sea­ 
son at Candlestick Park. 
Belli sued the Giants for the 
price of a season ticket because 
they did not deliver the prom­ 
ised heat to his box seat. 
His suit was supported 11-1 
by the jury yesterday after 20 
minutes of deliberation. 
Belli, well known San Fran­ 
cisco lawyer, had testified that 
the situation was so bad that 
he could not give away tickets 
for Giants games. 
He said that when he went to 
a game “I wore long under­ 
wear, a parka and heavy socks, 
but I had to leave anyway. I 
felt no heat in my box at any 
time.” 
GIANTS TO APPEAL 
He pleaded for “a return to 
the good old American prin­ 
ciple of morality.” 
Giants’ attorney Morris Doyle j 
said that the Giants would ap-1 
peal the decision. 
The Giants’ Candlestick Park | 
has come under much criticism 
for its windy location, but this 
was the first time anyone had 
sought legal redress for wind 
and cold. 
An expensive heating system 
was built into the park, but 
customers 
have 
complained 
that it has so far been ineffect­ 
ual. 


Lucas Cinch 
To Turn Pro, 
Says Mikan 


NEW YORK Í* — George 
Mikan, a former great himself, 
hailed Ohio State’s Jerry Lucas 
as one of the outstanding bas­ 
ketball players of all time, and 
a cinch to turn professional. 
Lucas, a two-time All-Ameri­ 
ca and star of the champion 
Olympic team in 1960, has in­ 
dicated in the past that he may 
enter business after he gradu­ 
ates in June and pass up pro 
ball. 
The Cincinnati Royals of the 
National 
Basketball 
Associa­ 
tion. who already have two of 
the NBA’s best in Oscar Robert­ 
son (Lucas’ teammate on the 
Olympic squad) and Jack Twy- 
man, are eager to pay Jerry a 
fortune to play with them. 
“ Will he turn pro?” said Mi­ 
kan in repeating a question— 
“There’s no question in my 
mind that he will. He’s already 
gotten himself an agent in the 
guy that handles golfer Jack 
Nicklaus. If you're not going to 
play for money what do you 
need an agent for?” 
Mikan, now’ 37, was picked as 
the greatest basketball player 
of the half century in an As­ 
sociated Press poll in 1950. He' 
first starred at DePaul and then 
with the Minneapolis Lakers. 
He quit playing in 1954 after 
hanging up many scoring re­ 
cords. Mikan. a lawyer in Min- 
nepolis, was interviewed while 
in New York this week.

salt and pepper; that’s all. 
Knowing cooks say that the 
trick in making the salad is to 
cut up the ingredients instead 
of slicing them. When we make 
this salad we are careful to di­ 
vest the tomatoes of their seeds 
and juice—but this may not be 
traditional! W’e also hasten to 
say that there are a number of 
versions of Greek Salad, so do 
not be surprised if you see 
varying recipes for it in cook 
books. 
Mint is used in interesting 
ways in Greek cuisine. For ex­ 
ample, it may flavor meat balls, 
snap beans or artichokes. Fresh 
mint is preferred, but we’ve 
seen dried mint substituted 
when the fresh isn’t available. 
Cinnamon is another favorite 
flavor. It’s sometimes added to 
a chicken stewed in a tomato 
gravy. 
Currants and nuts used alone 
or in combination are favored 
by Greek cooks. Together the 
dried fruit and nuts may go 
into a rice stuffing for baked 
tomatoes or a pastry. 
The following recipe is a 
strictly American version of 
the famous Greek pastry called 
Baklava. By the way, we like 
this dessert reheated in the 
oven because it becomes slight­ 
ly crusty in the process. 
ERSATZ BAKLAVA 
2 cups flour 
teaspoon salt 
34 cup light brown sugar 
Vx cup butter 
2 eggs (separated) 
1 cup chopped filberts 
1 teaspoon nutmeg 
cup honey 
2 tablespoons hot water 
Stir together the flour, salt 
and Vx cup of the brown sugar; 
cut in the butter until com­ 
bined. Add the egg yolks; cut 
in with a pastry blender to 
make a smooth but pebbly mix­ 
ture Add unbeaten egg whites; 


stir untii a dough forms. Di­ 
vide dough into sixths. Roll 
out one portion at a time be­ 
tween two sheets of waxed pa­ 
per to make a thin layer to fit 
the bottom of a baking pan (8 
by 8 by 2 inches); chill; peel 
off waxed paper. 
If dough 
sticks, chill again before re­ 
moving paper. Fit one layer of 
rolled dough into baking pan. 
,Mix filberts, remaining V* cup 
brown s u g a r , and nutmeg; 
sprinkle a few tablespoons of 
this filling over the dough. Roll 
out and fit second layer of 
dough over filling; sprinkle 
with nut mixture; continue 
until all the pastry and filling 
are used, having top layer the 
nut mixture. Mix honey with 
hot water; pour a few table­ 
spoons of mixture over top; 
bake in a moderate (350 de­ 
grees) oven 35 to 40 minutes. 
Serve warm -with remaining 
honey mixture.

Synthetic materials for car­ 
peting have made great strides 
in development and in 1961, 
nylon carpeting outsold wool 
floor-coverings. In draperies, 
probably the most important 
I feature, regardless of style or 
fabric, is that they be well 
made. The trend a Way from 
heavily designed fabrics con­ 
tinues because of view window 
homes, and attention seems 
now directed to the variety of 
linens on the market.

Adds Distinction Says de Vries

It is the carefully chosen ac­ 
cessory, perhaps an unusual 
antique, a well framed print, 
or an outstanding lamp that 
adds the touch of distinction 
to any well decorated room. 
However, as John de Vries, 
guest interior designer at the 
Designer’s Showcase luncheon- 
program at Sabella’s Monday, 
pointed out, this aspect of in­ 
terior design is too often neg­ 
lected or avoided by the home­ 
owner. In considering the thou­ 
sands of dollars invested in its 
furnishings, 
a 
proportional 
amount should be considered 
in the decorating budget in 
order to acquire accent pieces 
that reflect the individual’s 
personality and taste. 
Speaking before a capacity 
crowd at the unique benefit 
sponsored by the Grape Booth 
Guild of Sunny Hills, de Vries 
delighted his audience with a 
commentary sparked with hu­ 
mor. His discussion touched on 
highlights and new features 
that the homeowner would see 


develop in 1962 in the carpets, 
draperies, furniture and fab­ 
rics fields. 
Synthetic materials for car­ 
peting have made great strides 
in development and in 1961, 
nylon carpeting outsold wool 
floor-coverings. In draperies, 
probably the most important 
feature, regardless of style or 
fabric, is that they be well 
made. The trend away from 
heavily designed fabrics con­ 
tinues because of view window 
homes, and attention seems 
now directed to the variety of 
linens on the market. Guests 
were shown samples of a fine 
Irish imported linen available 
in solid tones as well as a fab­ 
ric of the same texture that 
had a dainty leaf pattern. Many 
color combinations were for the 
choosing. It was suggested that 
the plain material be used in 
the living room and an adjoin­ 
ing dining area window treated 
with the printed. 
Furniture in proportion to 
the room size and in relation 


to other pieces is a prime re­ 
quisite and a more interesting 
room is achieved by coordinat­ 
ing period pieces rather than 
using all one style.

He concluded that parents 


ihould band together to get 
across the idea that either 
there should be “good movies 
and television or no movies and 
television.” 


' James Day, educational tele­ 
vision station manager, said 
that studies cannot show direct 
evidence that television and 
film violence have direct in­ 
fluence on delinquency, and 
that there* is a strong tempta­ 
tion to give television as a 
cause rather than a symptom 
of present day society. 
He said that television is 
largely a parental responsibil­ 
ity and parents must lead in 
this area, giving viewing guid­ 
ance to their children. Tele­ 
vision provides an unreal world 
for children, he said, and that 
it should not be used as a baby 
sitter. To a child that is al­ 
ready disturbed, television vio­ 
lence may be a catalyst. Day 
remarked. He suggested that 
parents have their children 
keep logs of what they watch 
and give subjective evaluations 
of them as a means of teach­ 
ing. At its best, he said, tele­ 
vision is a window to the world 
and can open new vistas for 
! children.

Dali said he is making a 
collection of Bouguereau for 
his elegant hotel apartment 
here and his home in Spain. 
"Bouguereau has been out of 
date but he is coming back," 
said the moustachioed surreal­ 
ist painter. 
"I already have 
four big canvasses and now I’ll 
have five." 
Alfred Hayhurst, the hotel 
manager, said Dali was sup­ 
posed to collect the painting 
last September according to 
the terms of a contract. The 
painting has been the focal 
point of the hotel’s Victorian 
Barberry Room. 


SUDDENLY . . . 
“Suddenly he called and said 
he wants it right now," said 
Hayhurst. "He didn’t even give 
us time to have the painting 
copied.” 
Dali promised the hotel an

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Recall Ideas Rampant In 
Marin Government Units 


Looks like 1962 may be recalled as 
the Year of Recall. With the new year 
less than a month gone, a rash of recall 
threats and petition circulating is fever­ 
ishly under way in various forms of Ma­ 
rin County governmental units. Perhaps 
the mechanics of recall might be added 
to the women's county government sem­ 
inar, now being held at Tamalpais I nion 
High School. 


In Sausalito, Major Philip S. Erhlich, 
Jr., and Councilman Michael Harris are 
targets for a recall action. If enough 
qualified signatures are obtained in 
time, this will be an added main event 
for the municipal election on April 10. 


A Novato committee has been formed 
to seek recall of three members of the 
school district as a result of the row 
over accepting Superintendent William 
J. J. Smith's resignation. 


“There will be a recall!" was the stri­ 
dent shout frequently heard above the 
other fireworks at last week's stormy 
meeting of the Marinwood Community 
Services District, a meeting culminating 
in resignation of Fire Chief Donald Ray. 
And elsewhere, the word r e c a l l 
creeps speculatively into conversations 


about activities— or inactivities— of Ma­ 
rin governmental units, obviously spark­ 
ed by last month's supervisorial recall. 
All dissident groups have the right to 
call a recall election. The recall is valid 
under the State Constitution, to safe­ 
guard good government by definitely 
determining the will of the majority af­ 
fected. Provided sufficient verified sig­ 
natures are obtained, it is mandatory 
for the governmental unit to hold such 
an election. 
We have no objection to use of the re­ 
call when officials and their stands on 
issues are of real importance. In the 
case of significant issues, the recall re­ 
minds officials that they ar£ representa­ 
tives of the people, not dictators. And 
a recall can clarify the views of affected 
voters. In many cases, the final balloting 
sustains the officials under fire. Results 
indicate the desires of the silent major­ 
ity, often at variance with the noisy 
minority, and when the smoke clears, a 
community mandate is given. 
The recall is a powerful weapon in 
maintaining government by officials 
fully responsible to the electors. 
But let us keep this powerful weapon 
for serious situations.

I think 
that it is important to bring 
out that all the meetings held 
by this committee are open 
to the public for any inter­ 
ested person to attend. 
This group is having edu­ 
cational and important infor­ 
mation presented to it by 
experts from our school dis­ 
trict, reporting on how and 
what our children are being 
taught. Consultants are also 
speaking to the committee on 
specific 
problems 
b e i n g 
studied 
(such as reading). 
This kind of information is 
almost unobtainable by a lone 
parent. 
The subject qf reading is 
causing considerable interest 
both locally and nationally 
and the committee is current­ 
ly studying this subject. In 
accord with the state text, our 
children are taught to read 
using the word method Which 
is generally accepted as a 
good method for fast reading. 
A few first grade teachers, at 
their own discretion, are also 
giving their children a read- 
ing-readiness instruction in 
phonics. 
From my personal obser­ 
vation, and those of many 
other parents, this approach 
to reading (that is, reading- 
readiness phonics and then 
the word method) has almost 
amazing success. These chil­ 
dren appear never to have a 
reading problem and are, on 
the average, accelerated in 
their reading ability. 
Some 
schools 
have 
adopted this 
method 
in 
their 
primary 
grades such as Sausalito and 
Los Gatos. 
I think that the 
San Rafael Elementary School 
District should also. 
There are, of course, many 
phonics methods. The meth­ 


od used by some teachers in 
this district is a system devel­ 
oped by Mrs. Cecelia Wagner, 
who now resides in San Ra­ 
fael. 
I have seen it demon­ 
strated several times and my 
daughter was given the Wag­ 
ner system for reading-readi- 
ness with results which are a 
joy to any parent wanting the 
best for his child. 
(Inciden­ 
tally, the “old wives’ tale” 
that 
phonics 
causes 
poor 
spelling and slow reading is 
just not true.) 
I am not criticizing the 
present reading instruction 
of the San Rafael Elementary 
School District, which 1 be­ 
lieve is good; but I do think 
we must provide our children 
with the best if they are to 
compete successfully in this 
world. 
Since reading is the 
basic skill necessary to all ed­ 
ucation, I think that if you 
could carry some articles on 
this subject you would be per­ 
forming a rewarding public 
service.

WASHINGTON—President 
Kennedy deserves overwhelm­ 
ing public support whenever 
he decides it is necessary to 
resume nuclear tests in the 
atmosphere. 
This new testing may not 
be necessary. We can hope 
that it will not. But the Presi­ 
dent should not have to be in 
doubt that he will have the 
clear backing of the nation 
whenever he should conclude 
that atmospheric testing is 
needed to prevent a danger­ 
ous security gap. 
At this stage the most ar­ 
ticulate and organized pres­ 
sure directed at the White 
House seeks to persuade Ken­ 
nedy that the American peo­ 
ple do not want to resume 
tests in the air under any cir­ 
cumstance. This is the declar­ 
ed view of the organization 
called the National Commit­ 
tee for a Sane Nuclear Policy. 
This is the effect of the Wom­ 
en Strike for Peace picketeers 
who, with respect to nuclear 
testing, say, “We must refuse 
to give consent.” 


MO S T 
AMERICANS, 
I 
think, are prepared to agree 
that need to resume atmos­ 
pheric testing in order to 
maintain the strength of our 
nuclear deterrent can only be 
judged by those in govern­ 
ment who have access to all 
the technical and classified in­ 
formation. I certainly take 
that position. The advocates 
of a unilateral abstention of 
testing, after the Soviets have 
massively violated the mora­ 
torium, 
pretend that they 
know that it is unnecessary 
and that it will continue to be 
unnecessary. I doubt that they 
do know or can know. To me 
it is a wishful, fearful, hon- 


The public statements of 
the National Committee for 
a Sane Nuclear Policy show 
the weakness of its position. 
They express concern over 
the hazards of radioactive fall­ 
out and then “profoundly re­ 
gret that test explosions have 
been resumed by the Soviet 
Union and underground by 
the United States.” Thus they 
equate equally Soviet tests in 
the atmosphere—which pro­ 
duce radioactive fall-out — 
with American underground 
tests which produce no radio­ 
active fall-out. 


THIS 
COMMITTEE 
con­ 
tends that there is “no im­ 
perative” for the U. S. to 
match the Soviet tests In the 
air. It is true that in his first 
appraisal of the consequences 
of the latest Soviet testing in 
the air, the President con­ 
cluded 
that 
our 
nuclear 
strength was “wholly ade­ 
quate.” But the Committee 
for a Sane Nuclear Policy does 
not stop there. It wants to de­ 
bar any different judgment in 
the future—next month or 
next year. It urges Americans 
to 
say 
to 
the 
President: 
“Please don’t start nuclear 
tests in the a t m o s p h e r e 
again.” 
The U. S. offered the most 
extensive 
and 
constructive 
counter-proposals for a per­ 
manent test-ban with effective 
inspection with several im­ 
portant concessions to the 
Kremlin. While we were do­ 
ing so, the Soviets were pre­ 
paring a series of tests in the 
atmosphere. Whereupon they 
walked out on the talks and 
in the last four months have 
exploded the negotiations and 
their bombs, regardless of the 
hazards of radiation.

What 
this taught me mostly is that 
Communism is just one crit­ 
ter in a whole totalitarian 
menagerie. Few of us are 
really good zoologists. 
Since Communism gave me 
the kick out of China in 1949 
I’ve become more than ever 
convinced that a lot of the 
blame for that awful mess 
was due to fanatics in our 
own camp. They left a clear 
field in China for Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 
Far from persuading the 
Chinese that Uncle Sam knew 
best, our patronizing-to-bully- 
ing tactics with parallel per­ 
formances in other places 
finally made us internation­ 
ally obnoxious in great de­ 
gree. What most other coun­ 
tries feel is that we should 
try minding our own business. 
That seemed good tactics 
to me, from the start, and I 
don’t love Communism either. 
I’m a fair amateur capitalist 
and freedom is for me.

NEW YORK íUPIí—Sal­ 
vador Dali, who painted an 
incomprehensible abstract 
for a midtown hotel in re­ 
turn for a $3,500 master­ 
piece of realism showing 
frolicking nymphs, collect­ 
ed his prize over the protests 
of the hotels regretful man­ 
agement. 
Dali originally made the deal 
so he could take the Berkshire 
Hotel's huge canvas “Satyr 
Surrounded by Nymphs’’ by 
the French 19th Century artist 
Adolphe Bouguereau, out of 
circulation. He said then he 
considered it "the worst of 
bad art.” 
ADMIRED 
But Monday he disclosed he 
Is a great admirer of Bouguer- 
eau’s. Dali said he is making a 
collection of Bouguereau for 
his elegant hotel apartment 
here and his home in Spain. 
“Bouguereau has been out of 
date but he is coming back.” 
said the moustachioed surreal­ 
ist painter. “I already have 
four big canvasses and now I’ll 
have five.” 
Alfred Hayhurst, the hotel 
manager, said Dali was sup­ 
posed to collect the painting 
last September according to 
the terms of a contract. The 
painting has been the focal 
point of the hotel’s Victorian 
Barberry Room. 
SUDDENLY. . . 
“Suddenly he called and said 
he wants it right now,” said 
Hayhurst. “He didn’t even give 
us time to have the painting 
copied.” 
Dali promised the hotel an 
“impression” of the Bouguer­ 
eau work, purchased in 1960 
for $250. in return for the orig­ 
ina! and the hotel expected a 
Dali masterwork. The Boug­ 
uereau was recently valued at 
$3,500. When Dali painted his’ 
“impression” on March 22, 
1960, he dashed if off in 10 
minutes.

“It’s 
an abstract that looks more 
like a small piano with the 
music rack up than a covey of 
nymphs.

Recall Ideas Rampant In 
Marin Government Units 


Looks like 1962 may be recalled as 
the Year of Recall. With the new year 
less than a month gone, a rash of recall 
threats and petition circulating is fever­ 
ishly under way in various forms of Ma­ 
rin County governmental units. Perhaps 
the mechanics of recall might be added 
to the women's county government sem­ 
inar, now being held atTamalpais Union 
High School. 


In Sausalito, Major Philip S. Erhlich, 
Jr., and Councilman Michael Harris are 
targets for a recall action. If enough 
qualified signatures are obtained in 
time, this will be an added main event 
for the municipal election on April 10. 


A Novato committee has been formed 
to seek recall of three members of the 
school district as a result of the row' 
over accepting Superintendent William 
J. J. Smith's resignation. 


“There will be a recall!" was the stri­ 
dent shout frequently heard above the 
other fireworks at last week's stormy 
m eeting of the Marinwood Community 
Services District, a meeting culminating 
in resignation of Fire Chief Donald Ray. 
And elsewhere, the word r e c a l l 
creeps speculatively into conversations 


about activities— or inactivities— of Ma­ 
rin governmental units, obviously spark­ 
ed by last month's supervisorial recall. 
All dissident groups have the right to 
call a recall election. The recall is valid 
under the State Constitution, to safe­ 
guard good government by definitely 
determining the will of the majority af­ 
fected. Provided sufficient verified sig­ 
natures are obtained, it is mandatory 
for the governmental unit to hold such 
an election. 
We have no objection to use of the re­ 
call when officials and their stands on 
issues are of real importance. In the 
case of significant issues, the recall re­ 
minds officials that they a rj representa­ 
tives of the people, not dictators. And 
a recall can clarify the views of affected 
voters. In many cases, the final balloting 
sustains the officials under fire. Results 
indicate the desires of the silent major­ 
ity, often at variance with the noisy 
minority, and when the smoke clears, a 
community mandate is given. 
The recall is a powerful weapon in 
maintaining government by officials 
fully responsible to the electors. 
But let us keep this powerful weapon 
for serious situations.

Weekend San Mateo County police reports 
revealed two new teen-age activities; one a 
new high in brash courage, the other a new 
low in a “let’s-scare-the-heck-out-of-them” 
idea. Both are newsworthy, for different rea­ 
sons.

A Menlo Park lad was close to the cashier 
in a supermarket when a masked man, flour­ 
ishing a knife, demanded the day’s receipts. 
Immediately, the youth stepped out of line 
and began throwing cans of tomatoes at the 
robber. The latter grabbed a few dollars and 
fled—leaving behind his stolen getaway car. 
At about the same time, a new example of 
juvenile thoughtlessness — or stupidity — 
which could justifiably brought death or in­ 
jury. They had a red light on top of their 
auto. Which led to desire to scare somebody. 
The first car they flashed pulled over to 
the curb all right—but out stepped two Red­ 
wood City policemen. Caught after a short 
chase through two red traffic signals, the

lads were booked on several charges. 
It was thrill-seeking with a red light on his 
car that started Caryl Chessman on his hor­ 
rorful career of crime that ended in San 
Quentin’s gas chamber.

NEW YORK 
—“Success 
begins at home,” said Jeno F. 
Paulucci, who in 15 years 
built a borrowed $2,500 into a 
40-million-dollar food empire. 
“No matter how depressed 
the area you live in may 
seem, if you look around you 
can find idle resources you 
can develop*' Growth is pos­ 
sible anywhere.” 
Jeno is the son of an im­ 
migrant Italian miner in Min­ 
nesota’s hard-hit Mesabi iron 
range. 
At 13 he earned $2.50 a 
week in a grocery store and 
rememebrs “sometimes I had 
to take my pay in spotted 
fruits and vegetables.”

Parent Praises 
Phonics System 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
I write to thank you for the 
good coverage yoii are giving 
the meetings of the Citizens 
Curriculum 
Committee 
ap­ 
pointed by the San Rafael 
Board of Education. I think 
that it is important to bring 
out that all the meetings held 
by this committee are open 
to the public for any inter­ 
ested person to attend. 
This group is having edu­ 
cational and important infor­ 
mation presented to it by 
experts from our school dis­ 
trict, reporting on how and 
what our children are being 
taught. 
Consultants are also 
speaking to the committee on 
specific 
problems 
b e i n g 
studied 
(such 
as 
reading). 
This kind of information is 
almost unobtainable by a lone 
parent. 
The subject qf reading is 
causing considerable interest 
both locally and nationally 
and the committee is current­ 
ly studying this subject. In 
accord with the state text, our 
children are taught to read 
using the word method which 
is generally accepted as a 
good method for fast reading. 
A few first grade teachers, at 
their own discretion, are also 
giving their children a read- 
ing-readiness instruction in 
phonics. 
From my personal obser­ 
vation, and those of many 
other parents, this approach 
to reading (that is, reading- 
readiness phonics and then 
the word method! has almost 
amazing success. These chil­ 
dren appear never to have a 
reading problem and are, on 
the average, accelerated in 
their reading ability. 
Some 
schools 
have 
adopted 
this 
method 
in 
their 
primary 
grades such as Sausalito and 
Los Gatos. 
1 think that the 
San Rafael Elementary School 
District should also. 
There are, of course, many 
phonics methods. The meth­ 


od used by some teachers in 
this district is a system devel­ 
oped by Mrs. Cecelia Wagner, 
who now resides in San Ra­ 
fael. 
I have seen it demon­ 
strated several times and my 
daughter was given the Wag­ 
ner system for reading-readi- 
ness with results which are a 
joy to any parent wanting the 
best for his child. 
(Inciden­ 
tally, the “old wives’ tale” 
that 
phonics 
causes 
poor 
spelling and slow reading is 
just not true.) 
I am not criticizing the 
present reading instruction 
of the San Rafael Elementary 
School District, which I be­ 
lieve is good; but I do think 
we must provide our children 
with the best if they are to 
compete successfully in this 
world. 
Since reading is the 
basic skill necessary to all ed­ 
ucation, I think that if you 
could carry some articles on 
this subject you would be per­ 
forming a rewarding public 
service.

Atmosphere Nuclear Test Foes 
Increasing Pressure Tactics 


WASHINGTON— President 
Kennedy deserves overwhelm­ 
ing public support whenever 
he decides it is necessary to 
resume nuclear tests in the 
atmosphere. 


This new testing may not 
be necessary. We can hope 
that it will not. But the Presi­ 
dent should not have to be in 
doubt that he will have the 
clear backing of the nation 
whenever he should conclude 
that atmospheric testing is 
needed to prevent a danger­ 
ous security gap. 


At this stage the most ar­ 
ticulate and organized pres­ 
sure directed at the White 
House seeks to persuade Ken­ 
nedy that the American peo­ 
ple do not want to resume 
tests in the air under any cir­ 
cumstance. This is the declar­ 
ed view of the organization 
called the National Commit­ 
tee for a Sane Nuclear Policy. 
This is the effect of the Wom­ 
en Strike for Peace picketeers 
who, with respect to nuclear 
testing, say, “W’e must refuse 
to give consent.” 


M O S T 
AMERICANS, 
I 
think, are prepared to agree 
that need to resume atmos­ 
pheric testing in order to 
maintain the strength of our 
nuclear deterrent can only be 
judged by those in govern­ 
ment who have access to all 
the technical and classified in. 
formation. I certainly take 
that position. 
The advocates 
of a unilateral abstention of 
testing, after the Soviets have 
massively violated the mora­ 
torium, 
pretend 
that they 
know that it is unnecessary 
and that it will continue to be 
unnecessary. I doubt that they 
do know or can know. To me 
• it is a wishful, fearful, hon­ 


est, head-in-the-sand attitude. 


The public statements of 
the National Committee for 
a Sane Nuclear Policy show 
the weakness of its position. 
They express concern over 
the hazards of radioactive fall­ 
out and then “profoundly re­ 
gret that test explosions have 
been resumed by the Soviet 
Union and underground by 
the United States.” Thus they 
equate equally Soviet tests in 
the atmosphere—which pro­ 
duce radioactive fall-out — 
with American underground 
tests which produce no radio­ 
active fall-out. 


THIS 
COMMITTEE 
con­ 
tends that there is “no im­ 
perative” for the U. S. to 
match the Soviet tests in the 
air. It is true that in his first 
appraisal of the consequences 
of the latest Soviet testing in 
the air, the President con­ 
cluded 
that 
our 
nuclear 
strength was “wholly ade­ 
quate.” But the Committee 
for a Sane Nuclear Policy does 
not stop there. It wants to de­ 
bar any different judgment in 
the future—next month or 
next year. It urges Americans 
to 
say 
to 
the 
President: 
“Please don’t start nuclear 
tests in the a t m o s p h e r e 
again.” 


The U. S. offered the most 
extensive 
and 
constructive 
counter-proposals for a per­ 
manent test-ban with effective 
inspection with several im­ 
portant concessions to the 
Kremlin. While we were do­ 
ing so, the Soviets were pre­ 
paring a series of tests in the 
atmosphere. Whereupon they 
walked out on the talks and 
in the last four months have 
exploded the negotiations and 
their bombs, regardless of the 
hazards of radiation.

Behr’s everywhere. And as 
with all of us, his mental re­ 
actions are not always of a 
uniform velocity. 
On this I’m nobody to talk 
for I fully realize how easy it 
is to get swept over Niagara 
Falls in a barrel. However, I 
never went asking for it. 


I HAPPEN to have had first­ 
hand 
contacts 
with 
grim 
forms of Communism. What 
this taught me mostly is that 
Communism is just one crit­ 
ter in a whole totalitarian 
menagerie. Few of us are 
really good zoologists. 
Since Communism gave me 
the kick out of China in 1949 
I’ve become more than ever 
convinced that a lot of the 
blame for that awful mess 
was due to fanatics in our 
own camp. They left a clear 
field in China for Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 
Far from persuading the 
Chinese that Uncle Sam knew 
best, our patronizing-to-bully- 
ing tactics with parallel per­ 
formances 
in other places 
finally made us internation­ 
ally obnoxious in great de­ 
gree. What most other coun­ 
tries feel is that we should 
try minding our own business. 
That seemed good tactics 
to me, from the start, and I 
don’t love Communism either. 
I’m a fair amateur capitalist 
and freedom is for me. 


WHY SHOULDN’T I like 
capitalism? It has paid off. 
For years I squirreled away 
my pennies in my piggy-bank, 
once in a while closing my 
eyes and venturing an invest­ 
ment. Lately I’ve thought I 
was lucky not to buy in at 
Point Reyes. 
Instead I got, for instance, 
some insurance c o m p a n y 
stock in 1947. Last month I 
took the capital gain and the 
multiplied value was 15 times. 
I didn’t even milk a cow to get 
that, just eked out extra pay 
with a typewriter. 
Yet the Point Reyes ranch­ 
ers have to ranch and now 
this seashore thing is suppos­ 
ed to keep them at it, or else. 
No more profit multiplication 
for them. 
Three 
Marin 
supervisors 
wondered if this really added 
up. They could see the ranch­ 
ers would be left freer just 
gambling on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 
One of these supervisors 
finally 
changed 
his 
mind, 
after saying a week earlier 
that he was already “under 
heavy pressure” but his mind 
was made up. 
I saw Behr providing soma 
of this pressure but that 
wasn’t the full story, nor am 
I sure just what is. Certainly 
nobody beat the supervisor. 
Nor in China did anybody 
beat me. They just tried to 
make me see reason—their 
way. 


WELL, ONE vote changed 
so Washington was told that 
now Marin County was all for 
the 
seashore. 
The pattern 
seems vaguely familiar to me. 
When I finally got away 
from the Communists I felt 
I'd 
been 
educated but it 
wasn’t a finished job. Some 
things even in calm Marin 
County keep me stirred up 
and wondering if the search 
for freedom and justice ever 
will be in that category. See­ 
ing how far honest men can 
differ, I have doubts. *

Location Remains The Same 


But Operation, Name Change 


Key Marin Realty at 509 
Fourth Street, San Rafael, since 
1958, has changed its name to 
Batey and Co. and henceforth 
will be listed entirely under 
that designation, according to 
owner William Rexford Batey.

But Supervisor Peter H. 
Bchr reported that only last 
week the board granted an ex­ 
tra eight days to an employee 
with no showing of hardship 
but in keeping with past prec­ 
edent, which started the move 
for a firm policy. 
Behr also pointed out that 
employees are now dependent 
on action by department heads 
to seek extra days of paid sick 
leave after their accumulated 
statutory leave has been used. 
The proposed policy would 
make it a right for such cases 
to be put before the board for 


50 per cent of usual salary and 
for a period of not over 60 ad­ 
ditional days. 
Behr suggested these restric­ 
tions be stricken but that the 
need to establish hardship be 
retained. On this basis the mat­ 
ter was returned to county 
counsel to draft a proposed or­ 
dinance.

you had attained 65 years of 
age. or if you were blind. 
If you were both 65 and 
blind, you are entitled'to two 
additional exemptions. You are 
also entitled to exemptions on 
the same basis for your wife, 
if you file a joint return. 
if you file a separate return, 
you can claim your wife's ex­ 
emptions only if she has no in­ 
come and was not claimed on 
any other taxpayer’s return for 
1961. 
If your wife or husband died 
in 1961, the additional exemp­ 
tions for age and blindness are 
determined as at the date of 
death, rather than Dec. 31. 
You are entitled to one ex­ 
emption for each dependent. 
Additional exemptions for old 
age and blindness apply only 
to you and your wife or hus­ 
band, not to dependent*.

Zone Proposal 


Gains Some 
Possibility of an ‘open area” 
zone law for Marin County 
brightened yesterday as super­ 
visors referred the subject back 
to the county planning commis­ 
sion on a basis of a favorable 
report from the county counsel. 
But Supervisor Peter Behr 
warned that the measure still 
has dangerous potentialities. 
“It worries me,” said Behr, 
“that rights of property-owners 
can perhaps be trampled on by 
persons eager for conservation. 
I’d like to see this done but I 
am concerned on that point.’* 
“If this is adopted.” agreed 
Supervisor William Gnoss, “in 
certain cases you could sell 
your property only to a school, 
or public utility.” 
“You could restrict to almost 
nothing,” said Behr. 
An opinion by County Coun­ 
sel E. Warren McGuire said the 
proposed ordinance was “valid 
on its face,” though he thought 
certain changes might be made, 
a n d recommended referral 
back to the planners. 
“As a lawyer myself,” com­ 
mented Behr, “let me say that 
‘valid on its face’ is an old 
expression of lawyers.” 
His implication seemed to 
be that such expressions keep 
the lawyers in business.
